,be a winnner of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, Rob- 
ert E. Bonney, Seattle, Wash. 


The >Ta\y club *»ajs that, so 


far an it can determine, Bouncy 
•will bo the first Medal of Honor 
winner to participate in n Dixon 
Memorial Day observance. 
Club members say Bonney, 73. 


volunteeied to make the match 
with the club. 


Bonney, a retired commissioned 


warrant officer, was honoicd for 
"extraordinary heroism" displayed 
at the time of a boiler accident 
aboard a Navy destroyei, the'USS 
Hopkins, In San Diego Bay on Feb. 
14, 1910. 


Bonney and his tvife aie visiting 


in the home of Mrs. Bonney's son, 
Carl Santee. 113 E. McKenncy, 
until June 10. 


The accident aboaid the Hopkins 


happened while the ciew was pic- 
paung to get under way A tube 
pulled out of a boiler filling the 
fireroom with steam and tiapping 
several of the crew. The problem 
was to stai t the blowers and clear 
the room of steam. 


The citation Bonney received 


«UK his medal saj«>, "Bonney 
(then a chief water tender) ar- 
rived on the .scene and dashed be- 
low into the blinding steam, sup- 
ported by EnMgn David to get the 
port blower started, \\hllc doing 
this he felt some one kick him 
and realized that (here v\as a 
man on the blower grating. lie- 
gardloss of danger and at the risk 
of his life, Bonney held his 
breath, and lowered himself to 
the grating, and with the assist- 
ance of Ensign David brought 
Taj lor, then nearly unconscious, 
up on deck.'* 


Bonney and another man then 


got a blower started, and the 
fireroom was cleared of Meant. 


Constitutional Battle 
In Senate Hearing 


Bonney told us he did not go to 


Washington to icceive the medal, 
but got it from an assistant seer 
taiy of the Navy in a ceremony a 
Mare Island. California. 


He said Taylor died of his in 


juries in the accident, and seveia 
men were permanently injured. 


Bonney served in the Navy from 


1901 to 1931, and was called bac 
to seivice from 1911 to 19H

Friday night., It felled 100-year-old o»k 'trees, blew windows out of 
homea and pushed automobilea off the highway at two towns in this 
section of the state. 


No Injurien were reported. 
The tornado irtruck first at the 


historic town of Metamora—on a 
bluff overlooking the Illinois river 
—then hit Spring Bay. The tornado 
itself did not nrtik« Peoria but hail 
and 1.07 inches of rain pelted the

Add Insulation, It Will 
Restore Comfort of Home 


By MR. FIX 


If facing: the prospect of swelter- 


ing through another summer in a 
poorly insulated house, you should 
need little encouragement toward 
doing something about it. There is 
something'you know, and it isn't 
a costly project. 


..You can reinsulate with a loose- 


fill insulation such as widely used 
vermiculite and rest assured that 
the coming summer will be a more 
pleasant one for you indoors. 


There are three reasons why 


your original insulation job may 
not be giving you the good per- 
formance it did when it was first 
installed. They are settling of in- 
sultaion, moisture damage to in- 
sulation and. heat leaks. In many 
cases the addition of loose-fill cor- 
rects or at least improves the situ- 
ation. 


If you noted last winter that fuel 


bills were uncommonly high, or 
that room comfort had fallen off, 
then it is time to*visit your attic 
for a look at the insulation. Here's 
what to do: 


1. Poke a ruler into the insu 


lating material between attic floor 
joists. If less than its original 
thickness, it is not doing a top- 
notch job" of heat control. 


2. Check the ceiling beneath the 


insulation for wet spots. Remove 
damp or water-logged insulation 
in the area of wet spots. As you 
know from using a wet pot holder 
on a hot pan, moisture conducts 
heat. Damp insulation won't retard 
the passage of heat, either. 


3. Look into corners and around 


wiring to see if insulation fills all 
spaces. Any exposed surfaces will 
leak heat. 


Vermicuhte is particularly well- 


suited to reinsulate jobs in unused 
attics. It is a mineral material that 
looks and flows like popcorn. Being 
a mineral it will not rot, is fire- 
proof and resists settling. You can 
pour vermiculite right on top of 
other insulating materials. Here's 
how to reinsulate: 


First, make sure you have re- 


moved any deteriorated insulation. 
Take care of any necessary attic 
repairs before insulating. Be sure 
to 
block' 
off holes, 
especially 


around conduits, pipes and fix- 
tures. 


Pour vermiculite over the exist- 


ing material. Pour right out of the 
bag, which is easy to handle (four- 
cubic-foot 
bag weighs 
only 23 


pounds). Level the material care- 
fully with a cardboard rake obtain- 
able from your dealer. 


Fill all spaces between joists and 


old insulation. No tamping is nec- 
essary, and is. in fact, undesirable. 


Sidewall Insulation may need a 


checkup, as well. Where sidewall 
spaces are accessible at the top.

the insulation level with the wall's 
top. 


Because 
sidewall construction 


varies from house to house, it is 
better to get a professional's ad- 


vice before undertaking the job. 
The most important area to re- 
insulate is in the attic floor. A high 
percentage of the heat loss in 
winter occurs there if the attic is 
not insulated.

She 
did this because she's-seen, with 
her own eyes, how moths destroy 
wool. 


Unliko holes in woolen coats, 


moral damage is not visible to the 
human eye. We cannot sec, for 
example, the hole bored in human 
libers by anger and condemnation. 
For this reason. Johnny's mother 
may be ignoring the important 
lesson in self-preservation waiting 
to be drawn for him in the current 
widespread and angry condemna- 
tion of child vandals. 


I hope that this column will 


B rouse her to her opportunity. And 
that, instead of limiting our con- 
cern to the visible property dam- 
fcgc shown us in newspaper pic- 
tures, we will all begin to extend it 
to the invisible human damage 
they really illustrate. 


For as parents, we should know 


that child destroyers who deliber- 
ately provoke such general wrath 
do not provoke it out of self-pre- 
serving impulses, but out of self- 
destructive ones. 


Let us make this point to Johnny 


In terms he can understand. 


For he is not sincerely interest- 


ed in the destruction of real estate. 
As ho owns no real estate, itii 
value, like, adult rage over its loss 
of value,' is theoretical to him. 


He is, however, sincerely inter- 


ested in his own comfort and sense 
of importance. A normal child, he 
has, already experienced some an- 
gry condemnation'and knows how 
it's affected his comfort and sense 
of importance. 


So when we chow him the news- 


paper photos of damaged property, 
let's recall to him the damage done 
to him last summer by angry con- 
demnation. Let's recall to him how 
hard we both had to work to help 
him recover hia sense of ea*e and 
Importance after he broke his 
uncle's lawn mower. 


Let'ifc-say. "All right, son. You 


remember how you felt all that 
week Uncle Jim kept telling you 
you are the most careless boy he 
ever knew. Multiply what you felt 
100,000 times. Then you'll get just 
a little idea of what it'll Jike to 
have a whole town think you the 
worst boy it ever knew. And you'll 
begin to see why it's foolish to do 
things which attract all those 
angry feeling* to you." 


We're not doing so well with our 


demands that children respect 
other people's property. Perhaps 
we ought to change our approach. 


Perhaps, instead of asking peo- 


ple who aren't ready to care About 
property to show respect for it. 
we'd better ask them to start 
caring about themselves. 


That way we make the cause of 


preserving our community's real 
estate the caus« of our child's own 
self-preservation.

Being Afraid Is Abnormal

Only If Fear Is Excessive

She goes on to say that the friend 


had an appointment with an eye 
specialist, but by the time she 
had her eyes tested she had be- 
come so neurotic she thought she 
was going blind, when all she 
needed was glosses for reading.

THIS SOKT of thing, of course, 


is a nightmare to the pefcson suf- 
fering from the phobia and a dis- 
tressing -and trying experience lor 
family and friends. In discussing 
il, it should be said first that a 
phobia is an abnormal fear. 


It is not the kind of fear which 


all of us have in the face of a real 
risk. It is an excessive fear of 
something which is cither imagi- 
nary or which a normal person will 
shrug Off with little worry. 


*

IX SEVERE CASES of phobia or 


obsession it may be a symptom of 
real mental disease. Under such 
circumstances, of course, a psy- 
chiatrist should be consulted. 


There are many kinds of fears 


and I shall mention only a few of 
them because someone might think 
of a new phobia for the first time. 


One fear is called acrophobia, 


which is fear of great heights. 
This seems to be quite common, 
probably so much so that it is al- 
most "normal." There is another 
fear 
called bathophobia, which 


really means fear of great depths. 
If it really meant the way it 
sounded it 
would 
be common 


enough among children. 
• • • 


THERE ARE OTHER phobias 


with long and astonishing names 
and even stranger meanings. At 
the risk of making this sound like 
a list, here are a few: Aplphobia— 
fear of bees; automysophobia— 
fear of being dirty; bibllophobia— 
dislike of books; cherophobia—fear 
of gaiety; and necrophobia, or fear 
of death. 


Obviously, the last ii a tear 


which nearly everyone has. It is a 
true phobia only when a person 
thinks about death almost con- 
stantly. 


True phobias make the victim 


miserable 
and 
can 
completely 


dominate their lives and point of 
view. Even when the nature of 
the fear seems amusing to the out- 
sider, it is A constant source of an- 
noyance to the person involved 
and causes untold mtnUl distress. 


Should anything be done about 


these abnormal fears? The answer 
is yes, if possible. But remember, 
being afraid is abnormal only when 
it is excessive.

union shop and the malntenance-of-membership shop are. But not 
many of us realize what these things mean to the American citizen 
who think* he has a legal right, guaranteed by law and the Constitu. 
tion to work at lawful toll. They absolutely revoke that right. 


All three of these amount to the same thing. They mean that a 


worker must join a private club, failing to do which he will be fired 
from his job. It may be a job which he has held

for years. He may be the best man at his craft 
in the entire country. His employer may hold him 
invaluable. He may have strong objections to all 
unionism. But if an employer makes a.contract 
with » union, providing for the closed shop or either 
of the two euphemisms, he must fire the worker 
who refuses to Join up and pay up.

Once again Dixon is ready to observe Memorial Day, 


and this year's ceremonies will continue a IOMR tradition. 
For more than SO ycnrs, veterans, citizens and children 
have gathered to make the impressive march to Oak- 
wood cemetery to honor America's wnr dead with col- 
orful spring flowers and earnest prayers. 


Our way of life has changed much since the first 


Memorial Day observances, but the emotion behind the 
ceremonies is, for the most part, untouched.

We have the following account of how Dixon observed 


Memorial Day in 1870. 


"Tho ceremony of decorating the 


graves of the soldier dead of our army 
has become national, and on Sunday 
or Monday last, comrades and friends 
all over the land gathered by the grave 
side of the country's'dead, and. moved 
by one emotion, scattered their floral 
offerings on the mound, Jt was par- 
ticularly gratifying- to the soldier and 
to those who hold sacred the memory 
of the Nation's dead to witness the gen- 
eral Rathcrinfr at the cemetery on Sun- 
ltn(.,.r 


day last, and the fitness of the proceedings for the day 
and the occasion. Many persons, who are not surpassed 
by any in their reverence for the soldier's memory, ob- 
ject to devoting the hours of the Sabbath to such services, 
but even such, would be at a loss to find anything in- 
consistent with Christian duty in the ceremonies as 
conducted. 


"According to programme the comrades assembled 


in the Court House Square where they were provided 
with a profusion of flowers and bouquets and marched 
to the green immediately west of the cemetery, halting 
beneath an old oak . . . Rev. E. C. Sickles delivered a 
very appropriate and eloquent address. We regret that 
we are unable to publish it in full, for every soldier 
and Soldier's friend would read it with pride and feeling."

In 1901 Mayor I. F. Edwards folt it his duly 


to remind Dixon residents thut Memorial Day was 
not an occasion for frivolity. In a proclamation 
he asked that business be suspended from 2 to 4 
p. m., and "every citizen refrain from Inking part 
in or attending any picnics, ball pime», home 
race*, foot ruffn 
or any other sport of anu^r- 


mrat that might detract from the exercises of 
the day." 


Memorial Day came about as a result of the Civil 


war, that much is certain. But who deserves the credit 
(if credit must be given) for originating Uic idea of such 
a day? 


Officially it had its start in Illinois. The Grand Army 


of the Republic was formed in Decatur. and quickly grew 
to be the leading veterans organization stemming from 
the War Between the States. 


General John A, Logan, Illinois' famous pan-Indian 


soldier-politician, became GAR commandcr-in-chief in 
January, 1888, and on May 5 issued a general order set- 
ting aside May 30 as a day for all GAR members to strew 
flowers on the "graves of comrades" who had "died in 
defense of their country durinpr the late rebellion." He 
hoped that in years to come the nation would "garland 
the passionless mounds with the choicest flowers of 
Springtime." 


The Idea ciuicht on. 
and 27 states observed 


Memorial Day that year. 
In 1809 the number 


jumped to 31. A feu- voices were heard expressing 
tln« fear that Mich an event would serve to per- 
petuato Uiir-time hatred, but the protests soon 
worn enuri! by the general acceptance of the 
• 


event. 


War veterans from many parts of the nation and 


Logan's wifo later claimed they had given Logon the 
idea for proclaiming the observance, but there were 
earlier Memorial Days than the general's. 


James Rcdpath, war correspondent for The New 


York Tribune, may -have been the author of the idea. 
After the war he began organizing schools and orphans 
homes for ex-slaves in Charleston. S. C. It was Red- 
path, who. less than one month after Lee surrendered 
to Grant and three days before the assassinated Lincoln 
was entombed in Springfield, led the first Union Me- 
morial Day. He had suggested to the ex-slaves in 
Charleston that they decorate the graves of Union soldiers 
who died in the war to free them. On May 1 between 
3,000 and 6,000 Negroes, their arms loaded with blos- 
soms, marched to the cemetery singing "John Brown's 
Body." 


The nation seized the idea demonstrated by Redpath 


and others probably as an outlet for its emotion built 
through four years of horrible war. To add to the grief, 
the nation received the crushing blow when Lincoln fell 
under the assassin's bullet. 


Lincoln's death inspired Walt Whitman to write an 


ode which wonderfully sums up the meaning of Me- 
morial Day.

In the 
war, Henry Kaiser signed a blan- 
ket contract with the 
crooked 


ship-builders union of the A. F. of 
L. before his yards were even 
built or his contracts had been al- 
lotted by the government. They 
covered many thousands of work- 
ers who had not left poor Okla- 
homa and Arkansas farms and the 
sheep-ranges for the high wages 
of the "war effort." 
When they 


were 
hired they 
automatically 


submitted to union membership 
and automatically promised to give 
up a portion of their pay 
for 


"group insurance", which paid a 
premium commission to the son 
of the union's president. 


It is a mistake to believe that 


all this has been changed by Taft- 
Hartley. The closed shop is still 
present in intra-state industry and 
in interstate commerce the union 
shop amounts to the same thing.

Check Informative Tag 
When Buying Garments

Father's Day will be arriving: soon, and no doubt a lot of lucky 


dads will be receiving shirts as gifts. Too often, though, the shirt is 
.bought by ustflg the guess nftthod. 


Remember, there are two measurements that are important in 


selecting a well-fitting shirt. These measurements are the neckband 
size and the sleeve length. Look at the label; these 
measurements should be listed on the shirt rather 
than Just the term small, medium or large. 


Most sleeve lengths range from 32 to 36 inches. 


A few manufacturers may have a range of 31 to 37 
inches. To determine the correct length, measure 
from the bone at the back of the neck to the wrist 
bone with the arm held straight out at the side. 


- Neck size in most shirts for men range from 14 


to 18 inches. To be sure of getting the right size, 
measure a good fitting old shirt. Lay the collar 
fiat and measure the inside of the neckband from - Jo** 
the center of the button to the far end of the buttonhole. x 
. Manufacturers-have done a fine job of designing collars. There 


are different heights to suit long, average and short necks. There are 
collar "shapes" for the thin face and the full face. There are long, 
pointed collars, spread-type collars, and those that button down. 


• In buying Dad's shirt, check the 
design of the shirt back. The edge 
that joins the yoke should be round 
ed higher at the center back for 
comfort and wearabillty. A full 
cut back is always needed for free, 
dom of movement, and gathers or 
pleats set in over the shoulder 
blades place the fullness exactly 
where it is needed. 


Shoulder length is important, too. 


But, if the neckband size and sleeve 
length are correct, the shoulder 
will usually be right, because these 
two measurements are used as a 
key in designing the body or torso 
of the shirt. 
* * * 


Three factors enter into wise 


buying: (1) the consumer needs to 
judge the product in terms of her 
own needs; (2) she must evaluate 
the cost of the article in terms of 
its quality and the amount of 
money she has to spend; and (3) 
she must compare the product, 
both on the basis of its quality and 
its price, with similar products. 


Most consumers find the first 


two points fairly easy to comply 
with, but on the third, finding out 
the quality of the product is not 
easy. One of Uie simplest and surest 
ways it can be given the consumer 
Is through the use of an informative 
tag or label attached to the prod 
uct. 


That label is necessary if the 


consumer is to do a good job of 
buying and also if the manufactur 
er and retailer are to do a good 
job of selling. Do you constantly 
seek for and ask for labels? Do 
you make use of them when they 
appear? Each consumer helps with 
this raising of buying standards 
and performance standards, too, 
as we insist on informative labels. 
• * • 


And what should appear on the 


label if it is to help the consumer? 
Well, any good label should answer 
six questions: (1) What the prod- 
made? (3) How well it performs? 
uct is made of? (2) How it is 
(4) How should it be used? (5) 
How should it be cared for? and 
last (6) the name and address of 
the manufacturer, distributor and 
the brand name. 


All the answers to these questions 


should be answered in specific and 
not general terms. 


Frozen Asparajjm 


Are you freezing asparagus this 


spring? I've been told that it has 
been pretty dry of late to have this 
vegetable at its ideal succulent 
stage — but perhaps you have been 
watering It. 


Workers in the food research 


laboratory at the University of 
Illinois suggest the following when 
freezing asparagus. Select tender, 
young stalks with compact tips 
and sort-according to thickness of 
the stalk. Wash the spears well, cut 
off the tough parts. Cut cither into

lengths to fit the carton or else into 
pieces one inch long. 


Then blanch — never omit this 


step if you want bright color, the 
best flavor and texture, and the 
most food value retained. Scald 
one pound of asparagus in six 
quarts of boiling water for three 
minutes. Start timing from the 
moment the vegetable is placed in 
boiling water. Cool at once in cold 
running water or ice water and 
then drain. 


Pack into freezer cartons. No 


head space is needed. Save space 
when packing spears by alternating 
tips and stem ends. When you have 
a firm, compact package, seal it 
and freeze. 


How to Avoid 
Crumbly Pastry 


Struggling to roll out a crumbly 


pie-crust dough is no fun. Pearl 
Janssen, foods and nutrition spe- 
cialist of the University of Illinois 
department of home economics, 
says it is usually caused by using 
too little water in mixing the dough 
or not forming the dough into a 
compact ball after adding the 
water. With too little water, the 
dough might even turn out to be 
too tender and "mealy" after bak- 
ing. 


Mrs. Janssen recommends that 


you use enough water in making 
your dough to get a compact ball 
or dough that is not crumbly. Don't 
be afraid that the water will make 
the crust tough. If you have used 
as much as % cup of fat to each 
•«up of flour, there is enough fat to 
make the pastry tender. "Using 
slightly more water will just make 
the dough easy to handle. And with 
a little more'water the crust will 
also be somewhat criaper. 


Some homemakers do not handle 


their pie dough enough. It should 
be kneaded' lightly five or six 
times with a folding-over motion. 
This kneading will make the pas- 
try easier to roll out, and the re- 
sult will be a more flaky product.

Store Canned 
Foods at Cool 
Temperatures 


Protect your canned foods from 


vitamin loss by storing them at a 
moderately cool temperature in 
dry cellar or closet. Storage tem- 
peratures should never be higher 
than .80 degrees F., and lower 
temperatures are more desirable 


Experiments have shown that 


vitamin loss during storage at high 
temperatures varies with the par- 
ticular-vitamin and with the type 
of canned food. The length of time 
canned foods are stored also af- 
fects the retention of certain vita- 
mins. 


Mrs. Doris Skarha of the foods 


research staff at the University 01 
Illinois reports that research has 
been done at various universities 
on the effects of time and tempera- 
ture on vitamin content of canned 
foods. 


In one study eight fruits or fruit 


juices were held at 50 degrees F, 
or 65 degrees F. for one year. No 
significant losses in ascorbic acid 
thiamine or carotene were noted 
However, in food stored at 80 de 
grees F. for the same length of 
time, 20 percent of the ascorbic 
acid, 13 percent of the thiamine 
and 6 percent of the carotene were 
lost. 


Another year-long study of stor- 


ing canned cured pork showed thai 
the quality of the meat was corre- 
lated with storage temperature 
Quality was most desirable when 
the pork was held at 45 degrees F. 
When it was stored at 98 degrees 
F. the juice separated from the 
meat, making the product less 
satisfactory. 


Mrs. Skarha points out that 


freezing canned foods will not im 
pair their nutritive value. Reports 
indicate no loss of vitamins in 
canned foods that had been frozen 
for long times during polar ex- 
peditions. However, repeated freez- 
ing and thawing does cause a se- 
vere breakdown in texture.

matic envoys to the Vatican and 
special missions from around the 
world. A crowd of possibly half'a 
million was .expected to jam the 
great square. 


The solemn rites called for Pope 


Plus XII to be borne on a port- 
able throne through the square and 
to proclaim Giuseppe Sarto— Plus 
X—a saint as a picture of him is 
unfurled from the central loggia 
of St. Peter's basilica. 


Plus X Is the 77th of 260 Popes

For the first time the ceremon- 


ies bestowing the church's highest 
honor were to be carried to mil- 
lions by means of radio and tele- 
vision.

However, in the final hours of

The unsigned leaflets, admitted- 


ly distributed by Lennon forces, 
followed by a few hours the ap- 
pearance of the ad. 


Mayor Marshall Kurfees Of Win- 


ston-Salem, 
the state's . second 


large city, admitted placing the 
ad which drew charges of "false- 
hood" from the Scott camp. •Kur- 
fees- was an active lennon sup- 
porter. Kurfees said he had per- 
suaded J. W. R. Cleaves, a. Negro 
leader to sign the ad. 


Scott's lieutenants called for in- 


vestigations by federal and state 
officials for possible violations of 
statutes against distributing un- 
signed campaign literature. 


Lennon, a 47-year-old lawyer, 


and former state senator, was vlr 
tually unknown politically when 
Gov. William B. Umstead named 
him last July 10 to fill the un 
expired term of the late Sen. Willis 
Smith. Scott served as governor 
from 1949 to 1953. 


In addition to the senatorial 


race, there were contests in five 
of the state's congressional dis- 
tricts, besides races for state and 
county posts. 


The contests were confined to 


the Democratic party, where nom- 
ination is tantamount to election 
in North Carolina.
